Note that you must have 
an active membership in HARC and hold an Advanced Qualification from In- 
novation, Science and Economic Development Canada (ISED) in order to be 
granted access. 


To enroll, please email remotestation@halifax-arc.org and include your call 
sign, qualifications and a landline or mobile phone number. Client software 
is required and a password for the HARC Virtual Private Network (VPN) ac- 
cess will be assigned. 


An account will be created and you will be notified via email which will in- 
clude the documentation regarding the installation of the software compo- 
nents. The following will need to be installed or available and the user instal- 
lation guide outlines the process for each component: 
e A supported browser needs to be available or installed — Edge, 
Chrome, Safari or Firefox 
e OpenVPN - this VPN software will provide the ability to tunnel 
Internet traffic between your PC and the Remote Station Server. 
e Mumble — Voice over IP software to transport the audio to and from 
the radio 


Scheduling — Initially, we will not require a user to formally schedule a time 
slot to use the remote radio system. Please be aware that audio may be heard 
from someone else using the system when you connect to the Mumble server 
from your PC. Please be polite and continue to listen if you wish. Please be 
aware that both users can hear both sides of the conversation. The Mumble 
console provides a view of all users connected to the system.

It will include a reception with cocktails and hors d'oeuvres, followed by a sit-down dinner 
with multiple courses. The dinner will also feature keynote speakers and award ceremonies to recognize outstanding 

contributions to the ham radio community. 


Halifax Waterfront/Museum of the Atlantic (PASS): This is an optional Sunday morning activity that attendees can 
participate in during the conference. The tour will start with a guided walk along the scenic Halifax waterfront with 
stops at historical landmarks and points of interest.

Touch a Truck/Show & Shine (FREE): This is an outdoor event where attendees can explore various communication 
vehicles and equipment. Trucks, trailers, and other vehicles may be set up with ham radio equipment for attendees to 
touch and feel. This event may also include demonstrations of emergency communication techniques or other ham radio 


applications.
